Wilmington Democrats outnum- 
bered the Republicans, in vo- 
ting, at the State Primaries, 

Tuesday evening. 

Out of a total of 794 votes 
cast, 418 were Democratic and 
376 Republican, The polls were 
open from 4 to 8 pm and at no 
time was there any decided 
crowd of voters casting their 
ballots. 

Long Count 

Because of the record number 
of Democrats seeking nomina~ 
tion as Clerk of Qourts, Coun- 
ty Commissioner, and Register 
of Probate, the counting of 
the few votes cast took as 
long as the counting of the 
votes in the national election 
two years ago. 

The final results were not an 
nounced until after 12 o’ clock 
and the national results, two 
ye ago were completed by 
11:45 pm. 

‘Sticker candidates, on the 
Republican side helped to 
cause more confusion among the 
counters. There were two stick 
er candidates, Charles Gibbons 
of Stoneham candidate for the 
Governor’ nomination, and 
Alan H. Fenton, of Fairmeadow 
Road, candidate for nomination 
as State Senator. 

Both names appeared in many 
places on the ballots, inclu- 
ding the Democratic Ballots, 

Fenton received a vote for 
US Senator, Ma: chusetts Gov- 
ernor, Lt. Governor, District 
Attomey, Clerk of the Courts, 
two for Representative in the 
General Court, and 15 as State 
Senator. 

It is not known whether or 
not the Fenton stickers were 
distributed with his permis- 
sion, He voted, in the primary 
but merely walked in, cast his 
ballot, and then walked out a- 
gain.

Taxes 

™ Calabrese noted that there 
were a lot of Veterans making 
out their applications for A- 


batement of Taxes, on the 
first night that the new Prin- 
cipal Assessor, Stanley Webber 
was on duty.

Our Town Meeting, next Monday, is going to 
Be almost unique in town history, in that only 
ene article is to be discussed. There promises, 
however, to be more than a little discussion. 
‘Bt is not a Town Meeting which is going to be 
*inished within five or ten minutes. 

The Chief issue to be decided is the educa- 
tional value of squaring a circle, to cost ap- 
proximately $25,000. A committee, charged with 
building a school, will be opposing an effort 
to make it spend more money and that is one for 
the books. It is something that is unique, not 
only in Wilmington, but throughout the Common- 
wealth, and for our money, it will be worth any 
one's time, just to see a committee get up in 
Town Meeting and plead with the voters "Please 
Do Not Give Us More Money!" 

The Why of the Meeting 

Our Permanent Building Committee was charged 
with the duty of building a school for $400,000 
They are prepared to do just that. They have 
Plans for a good school of first class material 

But the bonding attorneys, (due to the nat- 
ure of their profession, being at heart very 
skeptical persons) have raised a question as to 
the town's intent regarding the $50,000 which 
was spent by the previous School Building Com- 
mittee. 

For this reason our Permanent Building Com- 
mittee has asked that the town clarify its vote 
The Permanent Building Committee is asking for 
@ vote of $450,000, $50,000 of which is to de- 
fray the expenses of the previous committee, 
and $400,000 of which is for the new off Glen 
Road School. 

Enter the School Committee 

Now we have another voice to hear from--that 
of our worthy School Committee. 

These people have come to the conclusion 
that they do not like the plans proposed by the 
Permanent Building Committee. 

They would rather see a square school. They 
don't like the idea of a circle,. They don't 
like the idea of classrooms which are slightly 
wedge-shaped. They don't like the idea of a cir 
ewlar corridor. They don't like the location of 
the cafeteria. 

So the School Committee is going to rise up

and ask the voters to add another $25,000 to 


the amount to be voted, and have a school built 
which will be more conventional in shape. 

The Building Committee, listening to these 
arguments have gone to the trouble of preparing 
alternate plans, so that the voters can have 
their choice - another item for the books, if 
you ask us, when we consider what has happened 
in the past. 

The Jinx 

As we stated very many months ago, this 
school is one that has seemed to have a jinx 
from the start. We think the jinx days are just 
about a thing of the past, but our readers 
ought to be acquainted with what has happened 
in the past, just in case they are newcomers to 
our fair tow. 

We appointed a committee to build a school, 
off Glen Road, two years ago. 

The committee hired an architect, and came 
up with a plan for a Rolls Royce Schoul. We use 
this term advisedly, and we have a right to, in 
as much as it was this paper that dubbed our 
Wildwood School the Cadillac School with’ the 
Tin Lizzie Finish. 

The committee had a lot of trouble with the 
State Emergency Finance Board, over their plans 
That Board thought the school was too expensive 
and would not approve the $800,000 voted by the 
town. 

There was a lot of to do about that $800,000 
Neither the School Building Committee nor the 
School Committee were very explicit as to why 
the money should be so great, and for a long 
time the town went along with them, on the plea 
that the school was needed. 

It was the Town Crier that eventually point- 
ed out the waste that was being proposed, in 
this school. We through this column pointed out 
to the taxpayer that a lot of money was planned 
for expensive items that had nothing to do with 
education — the $36 hand carved coat hooks, for 


instance, just to mention one item that we 
brought to the taxpayer's attention. 
The result was the last act in the Jinx 


School The Townspeople turned down the proposal 
and we are proud of this. The taxpayers, acting 
on information gained through this column, have 
saved themselves(assuming that each of them has 
an average home) the sum of about $5 a year in 
taxes for the next 20 years. 

Corridors and Beams 

One thing in particular that bothered us a- 
bout that school was the excessive amount of co 
rridor space. 

Corridor space is necessary, but in terms of 
education it is unproductive. The productive 
part of a school is the class room. The class- 
room is the reason for its existance. The corri 
dor is a necessary evil which has no productive 
purpose.

space. 

The plans which are now being submitted by 
the Permanent Building Committee for 12% of the 
building to be corridors. 

The plan which the School Committee would a- 
dopt, (more conventional) calls for 13%. 

In both of the new plans, it will be noted, 
there has been a great savings one of which any 
one can approve. But there is a difference. 

The circular design has an advantage in that 
the overhead beams need not be of such heavy 
construction, size and bearing capacity, as 
would a more conventional design. This, togeth- 
er with other points, will enable the Committee 
to save a considerable sum. 

The estimated $25,000 which our School Com— 
mittee wants to spend would in a large part be 
expended for the heavier beams demanded by the 
conventional design. 

Comments on Design 

The costs per pupil for the so-called circu- 
lar plan should be about $1100. The State aver- 
age, in 1954 was $1840 per pupil. The cost of 
the conventional ‘type, which our School Commi t- 
tee wants would be about $1200 per pupil. 

The School Committee objects to the so-call- 
ed circular design because it is experimental, 
and because we have an understanding that the 


school now to be built is to be a prototype for 
future elementary schools if the town approves | 
(and it appears, at this time, that we will de- 
finitely be called upon to provide another 
school in the next annual Town Meeting). 

Out in Brookfield a school was built with 
five-sided class rooms. In Newbury a school has 
been built, circular in shape, with curved 


walls in the classrooms. 

In the off-Glen Road school the Permanent, 
Building Committee proposes to have four sided 
rooms, with straight walls, which will be 
slightly wedge shaped. In our belief there is 
nothing wrong with this - except that it does- 
n't agree with what is at its best fogbound 
tradition. Let us note too, that the basically 
eireular school is not uncommon —- it is just 


that we New Englanders haven't lifted our eyes 
off the hills yet, and looked into other parts 
of the country. 
The plans, as we have surveyed them, show 
that the school is not being designed as an 
"austerity' school. That type of school too of- 
ten proves to be more expensive in the long run 
because of upkeep costs. The plans for the off- 
Glen Road school call for glazed structural 
tile up to about five feet, in the classroom 
and corridor spaces, An asphalt tile flooring 
is planned. Maintenance costs are to be kept to 
a minimum. The committee, in our estimation, 
has planned a good school rather than one which 
conld be built for less money. 
The Objections 


Our School Committee, several times in the 
past has gone on record that theirs is not the 
duty.of designing schools - that all they want 


is proper classrooms for the pupils. 

But we are glad that they have ventured to 
state opinions on this school. We would still 
like to hear some of their opinions on the plan 
which was turned down last November. 

Our School Committee objects to the location 


of the kitchen, because the pupils will be serv 
ed in the corridor, and have to carry their 
lunches to the cafetorium. 

So do we. We think the kitchen should be 
within the inner circle, where it is now plan- 
ned to have toilets. This would separate the 


kitehen from the classrooms, and provide less 


distraction for the pupils. 

The School Committee objects to the Circular 
Corridor. We don't. We point out that this is 
hasicalty the simplest of all designs. It will.

as we pointed out previously, corri- 
dor space does not come under the heading of 
productive education. 

The School Committee doesn't like wedge sha- 
ped classrooms. 

The classrooms in the older part of the high 
school are about 21 feet wide. 

The narrowest part of the classrooms in the 
circular school will be 18 feet wide. After one 
considers the space taken up, behind the teach- 
er's desk, and in front of the teacher's desk, 
the classroom will be about 21 feet wide, where 
the pupils will be sitting. From there on it 
gets wider, so that in effect the pupils will 
have more space - more breathing room as it 
were. 

What is wrong with this? 

The School Committee is afraid to endorse 
this school, because it is planned to be a prot 
otype. 

They will agree that the town can save money 
by having a prototype, in which the plan is own 
ed by the town, rather than the architect, and 
in which the town will save 75% of the architec 
tural fees for future schools. But they don't 
like this schoo1 for a prototype. 

They are afraid that the town won't like to 
duplicate this school.

Post Office Changes 

The North Wilmington Postof- 
fice will be changed in status 
on November first. It will be- 
come a Station of the Wilming- 
ton Postoffice, just as (for 
instance) Medford and Quincy 
are Stations of the Boston 
Postoffice. 

The change is being made at 
the reqestcjf the Selectmen, 
and with the approval of Con- 
gresswoman Edith Nourse Rogers 
To the average resident of 
North Wilmington the change 
will mean absolutely nothing. 
What it is in effect is a dif- 
ferent method of accounting, 
for the Post Office Department 
The only change that will be 
noticed ty some North Wilming- 
ton residents will be in the 
size of packages which may be 
sent through the mail. At the 
present time the North Wilming 
ton Postoffice, which is se- 
cond Class, can accept pack- 
ages weighing up to 40 pounds, 
while Wilmington has to refuse 
any weighing over 20 pounds. 
When North Wilmington becomes 
a station of Wilmington it 
will have to refuse packages 
of over 20 pounds. 

It might be recorded, at this 
time, that there are a lot of 
people who dont have their 
mail properly addressed. North 
Wilmington residents lead in 
this réspect - about 25% of 
the letters, some days, arrive 
at Wilmington because they 
do not bear the vital ‘North’ 
in their address, 

Such letters are frequently 
delayed 24 hours in their de- 
livery, and in the case of 


mail that arrives in the Wil- 


\gton Postoffice on Saturday 
m ming, the letter does not 
et delivered until next Mon 
day, the addressee is on a 
Rural Delivery Route or Gener- 
al Delivery. 

But the North Wilmington res- 
idents are not alone in this 
respect. Many a letter for peo 
ple in the western part of the 
tow is addressed to ‘W. Wil- 
mington’ and gets wrongly sent 
to North Wilmington. West Wil- 
mington people should have 
just ‘Wilmington’ on their 
addresses.

Since I am constantly in 
touch with the Federal Author- 
ities and I assure you that 
they are completely aware of 
the entire situation, I can 
openly and honestly state that 
in no way will my status ef- 
fect the report that is due, I 
am, if possible, more inter- 
ested now in Wilmington’ s Ur- 
ban Renewal Program than ever, 
taking detailed care to con- 
form to each and every require 
ment of the Federal Authori- 
ties. Their interest is in 
completing each phase of the 
program properly and in order, 
not in personalities.
